URGE TEACHERS TO

Austin, August 31. 
Due to the 
uncertainty of legislative appropria­ 
tion for thei nter-acholastic league 
of tin* University of Texas, no officers 
have been scheduled to visit the va­ 
rious teachers’ institutes this fall.

pay expenses of delegates to the 
meets.

City’s money. 
7.— How will the money be paid out? 
Only on estim ates subm itted by the engineer and approved by 
the City Council. 
8.— Can land for the proposed lake be bought at a reasonable 
figure? 
Yes. 
If the ow ners ask an unreasonable price the city can con­ 
dem n it and tak e it like a railroad does. 
9.— How much w ater will the lake hold? 
Enough w ater for a town of 6000 inhabitants for nine m onths 
w ithout a drop of rain. 
10.— When will work on the system be started? 
As soon as possible after the bonds are voted. 
11.— What part of the system will be started first? 
Tile dam for the lake. 
12.— Will bathing in the lake be perm itted? 
Absolutely no! 
13.— Who will operate the system? 
Decatur Light & W ater Company. 
The City will receive 20 per 
cent of all the water sold from the lake, without any expense 
to the City, whatever. 
1 4.—-What will the water rate be?

Chickens, for convenience, may be 
classified as e g g breeds, m e a t breeds, 
general-purpose breeds, and fancy or 
ornamental breeds. 
The egg breeds include the small or 
medium-sized fowls which are very ac­ 
tive, quick to mature, producers of 
white-shelled eggs, usually nonsitters 
or at best but poor sitters, and rather 
poor mothers, say poultry specialists 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The varieties of Leghorns 
aud Minorcas are good representatives 
of this class. 
Because they are poor 
sitters some other breed, or at least a 
few other fowls, should be kept lf nat­ 
ural methods of incubation are to be 
employed. 
On account of their early 
maturity it is not uncommon for indi­ 
viduals of the egg breeds to begin lay­ 
ing at the age of four and one-half 
months. 
These breeds (lo not fatten 
as readily under ordinary conditions 
as the larger and less active breeds, 
and are rather sensitive to low tem­ 
perature because of their large combs 
and wattles. 
The largest fowls, represented in 
the meat class, are especially suitable 
for the production of large roasters. 
They are slow and somewhat sluggish 
in movement, have little desire for 
foraging, are easily confined bv low 
fences, rather slow to mature, persist­ 
ent sitters, and rather indifferent lav­ 
ers of brown-shelled eggs. Many poul- 
trymen, however, are getting very fair 
egg yields from them. 
The Brahmas, 
Langshans and Cochins may be men­ 
tioned as belonging to this class. 
The general purpose breeds include 
fowls which are of fair size and which 
will also produce a good quantity of 
brown-shelled eggs, making them es­ 
pecially adapted to the person wish­ 
ing a supply of both eggs and meat. 
As one has to make frequent sales of 
flesh In the shape of surplus coekereli 
and hens, the carcass as well as egg 
production should be considered. The

The egg breeds include the small or 
mediumsized fowls which are very ac­ 
tive, quick to mature. ProduW™. 
white-shelled eggs, usually nonsltters 
or at best but poor sitters, and cattie 
poor mothers, say poultry specie 1st* 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The varieties of Leghorns 
aud Minorcas are good representatives 
of this class. 
Because they are poor 
sitters some other breed, or at least a 
few other fowls, should he kept lf nat­ 
ural methods of incubation are to he 
employed. 
On account of their early 
maturity it is not uncommon for indi­ 
viduals of the egg breeds to begin lay­ 
ing at the age of four and one-half 
months. 
These breeds do not fatten 
as readily under ordinary conditions 
as the larger and less active breeds, 
and are rather sensitive to low tem­ 
perature because of their large (om s 
and wattles. 
The largest fowls, represented in 
the meat class, are especially suitable 
for the production of large roasters. 
They are slow and somewhat sluggis 1 
in movement, have little desire for 
foraging, are easily confined by 
ow 
fences, rather slow to mature, perslst- 
! ent sitters, and rather indifferent lay- 


j ers of brown-shelled eggs. Many poul- 
trvmen, however, are getting very fair 
egg yields from them, 
The Brahmas. 
Langshans and Cochins may be men­ 
tioned as belonging to this class. 
The general purpose breeds include 
: fowls which are of fair size and which 
will aiso. produce a good quantity o 
brown-shelled eggs, making them es­ 
pecially adapted to the person wish­ 
ing a supply of both eggs and meat 
As one has to make frequent sales of 
flesh In the shape of surplus cockerels 
and hens, the carcass as well as egg 
production should be considered. The

good sitters and good mothers.

In its 
first peri *J of history the student 
body was very, very small. 
Now it 
has aa enrollment of over two hun­ 
dred and twenty-five. At its last com­ 
mencement it had over fifty in its 
graduating class— an unusually large 
number considering the number of 
its student body. 
These facts are 
but a few evidences of its place and 
influence in a large section of West 
T exas. 
Coming back to the time of the 
sale: 
in the hearts of the people, 
and especially of the little group of 
men who were holding the property, 
hope had never been given up that 
some day the school might be re-es­ 
tablished. 
And re-established it was, 
two years later, after the matter had 
been taken to the State Convention. 
It was at this convention that Colo­ 
nel C. C. Slaughter made his first 
large 
gift 
to christian 
education. 
That gift put stamina into the whole 
cause of education over the state, 
and through its inspiration Decatur 
Baptist College was brought to life 
again. 
Thus in 1896 it opened, as a 
junior college. 
During the history of (he school it 
has been served by men of loyalty 
and devotion, each of whom, as pres­ 
ident. has contributed to its success­ 
es. 
Before giving that picture of 
the school as it ta tooay and a record 
of its accomplishments ,it is proper 
to briefly review the administrations 
of these men. 
When the school was 
reopened Dr. B. F. Giles served as 
president for two years. 
In 19.00 Dr. 
J. L. Ward was elected president and 
administered 
its affairs 
tor seven 
years, 
lie was succeeded by Dr. J. 
B. Indwell, now oi Baylor University, 
who served two years.

Last year $20,000 was spent on im­ 
provements, in putting in new floors, 
refinishing woodwork and furniture, 
and other items that added greatly 
to the comfort and beauty of the 
equipment. 
A six-room addition to 
the main building is contem plated in 
the near future. 
The campus con­ 
tains fifteen acres, and adjoining this 
is a forty-acre tract which gives am­ 
ple room for athletic and field sports. 
On the athletic field there is a splen­ 
did athletic house. 
On the faculty there are eight 
teachers, and three in the fine arts 
department. 
These men and women 
are all Baptists, are of fine character, 
and loyal to their school and to the 
student body which they so directly 
influence. 
Under their teaching each 
year there goes out a fine group of 
students, some to our Baylors, others 
into the active realms of life, but all 
better prepared and equipped both 
for the material and spiritual life, 
because of the training they have 
had in Decatur Baptist College.—

A few facts that s.iould be im­ 
pressed upon the minds of the laity 
in regard to typhoid fever: 
Typhoid fever is caused by only a 
germ — the typhoid bacillus. 
Be­ 
fore this germ can produce typhoid 
fever, it must be swallowed into the 
stomach and passed, into the intes­ 
tines. 
Every person who contracts 
typhoid fever has previously swallow­ 
ed food or drink mixed with human 
urine or human feces. 
The typhoid germ gets into food 
supplies and milk and water because 
of filth and carelessness. 
A sanitary 
privy is one that is fly-proof; 
one 
that will prevent the urine and feces 
from mixing with the surface soil 
and 
seeping 
into 
nearbyr 
wells, 
springs and other water sources. 
A 
poorly constructed and neglected pri­ 
vy will allow its discharge to soak 
into the ground and seep into water 
sources. 
This water is then drunk 
and produces typhoid fever. 
(The 
house fly and stable fly enters the 
privies, walks around, then flies into 
the kitchen and dining room. 
These 
flies carry on their feet small parti­ 
cles of excreta from the privy and 
the germs of typhoid fever.

BOILER IN EARTH’S INTERIOR 


Constant Inflow of Sea Is Said to 
Responsibl# for Destructive 
Earthquakes.

One of the world’s wonders of which 
few 
people 
have ever heard is at I 
Argos!oli, in lite island of Ophulonia, 
the largest of rlie seven Ionian islands. 
Tile power that works the corn mills ( 
at Argostoli is derived from the sea, 
which rushes downward iuto 'he land. 
Many millions of gallons of salt wa- I 
ter have run down into the uterior of 
the earth in this manner. 
Experts believe that the w ater finds 
its way down through tile soil and 
rocks to heated areas fur beneath tile 
surface, where it becomes steam. 
But where are the necessary outlets ! 
for such vast clouds of steam ? 
Tile : 
opinion is held by some that the an­ 
swer to this mystery is to be found in 
the frequent activity of tile nearest 
volcano. 
It is supposed that tile active volca­ 
noes of Italy are the safety valves of 
the 
enormous 
subterranean 
boiler 
w’hieli is turning tilts inflowing water 
into the steam and gases which escape 
from these volcanoes. 
Some scientists declare that if the 
inflow of the sea was stopped earth­ 
quakes would be less frequent. 


Shunting Without Locomotive. 
Railroad 
yards 
are 
now 
being 
equipped with a system which dis­ 
penses with the necessity of making 
use of a locomotive and Its crew mere­ 
ly for the purpose of shifting a car 
or two. 
An electric capstan was re­ 
cently introduced for Just such a pur­ 
pose. 
The car puller, as the device is 
called, consists of a powerful electric 
motor driving a capstan through a low 
reduction coil. 
In order to pull one 
or two cars along the track, one end 
of a stout rope is made fast to a 
car while tile other end is wrapped 
around tim capstan and pulled by tile 
operator so as to insure a firm hold. 
A handle protruding through the mo­ 
tor casing serves to start and stop the 
motor.

W ashington.—The impending addi­ 
tion of a new member to the family of 
nations—the kingdom of Irak, to func­ 
tion under a British mandate— is men­ 
tioned in recent dispatches from Lon­ 
don. 
How this “new ” country is in 
reality one of the oldest and most his­ 
toric patches of the earth’s surface is 
told in the following bulletin from the 
W ashington headquarters of the Na­ 
tional Geographic society: 
“Irak has existed as a geographical 
name for ages,” says the bulletin, “but 
in recent centuries it has had little 
more official sanction than ‘Manhattan’ 
for the American metropolis or ‘Fris­ 
co* for a thriving Pacific port. 
Yet It 
covers more or less indefinitely a re­ 
gion 
known, 
and often famous, in 
every age of man from the dawn of 
tradition to the present—the fertile 
plain of the Tigris and Euphrates val­ 
leys, where the Garden of Eden is sup­ 
posed by many students to have been 
situated. 
Strip Irak of its alias; call 
It 
Babylon — Nineveh—Mesopotamia, 
and it is known to every school child. 


A Slice of Turkey. 
“The country which it is proposed 
to erect into the practically independ­ 
ent kingdom of Irak was placed under 
the mandate of Great Britain on the 
breaking up of the Turkish empire fol­ 
lowing the World war, and was gen­ 
et ally spoken of as ‘the mandate for 
Mesopotamia.’ 
"It is difficult to exaggerate the ag­ 
ricultural paradise that might he built 
up in tin* lower valley of the two rlv- ' 
• TS, 
supplemented 
by 
the 
mineral 
w ealth taken from the regions farther 
north, if the country were under a : 
strong government, were peopled by 
alert, educated inhabitants, and if the j 
necessary 
capital 
and 
modern 
m a­ 
chinery were available, 
Even with 
the factors as they are, the British, 
who will continue to hold the man- j 
date, and the Arabians who will be in 
immediate charge of the government, 
are counting on the rise of a state 
which may be compared w ithout disad­ 
vantage with some oi tin1 great gov­ 
ernm ents that have occupied the land j 
In the past. 
“To gain an idea of what wonderful 
development can he brought about in 
Mesopotamia one need only look into 
the past. 
At tim beginning of history 
the plain of the Tigris and Euphrates 
was a garden-spot teeming with a well­ 
fed and wealthy people, 
lf there was 
a ‘grandeur that was Greece and a 
glor.v 
that was Borne 
there was as 
truly a s p l e n d o r that 
was Babylon. 
And the splendor of Babylon was made 
po ssibl e ti.ODO years ago largely by the 
wealth that sprang from Hie intensive 
cultivation ol the river plain under a 
gigantic 
system of irrigation which 
even the most ambitious modern sys- 
tetus probably have tailed in many 
ways to surpass. 
•Babylon s agricultural Utopia was 
not ll short lived affair, but continued 
for nearly ten times as long as tin* 
porio ; w bidi has passed since w hite 
alen settled in America. 
The country 
tim e.i with only Junior interruptions 
midi r Babylonians, Assyrians, Lhal- 
deans, Greeks and Romans. But always 
the settled civilization of the agricul­ 
turists was threatened by tile turbu­ 
lent hill people to the north and east.

French W riter Says W hite Race M utt 
Produce Cheaply and Develop 
Commerce. 


Paris.—Dr. A. F. Legendre, a French 
writer on Asiatic subjects, after 25 
years of travel and observation in the 
Far 
East, warns the world in his 
Infest work that “Asia is at the white 
man’s doors, 900,000,000 strong.” 
The 
biggest cloud on tile horizon of the 
future. lie says, is the “yellow peril.” 
Tile white race, Doctor Legendre 
says, “lost face,” as the oriental puts 
it, when Japan defeated Russia. Dur­ 
ing the great war, he writes, Japan 
multiplied her resources and saved her 
strengtii. while Europe lost 20,000,000 
men and today suffers depressing in­ 
tellectual. 
moral 
and 
economic de­ 
bility. 
Detailed studies of Asiatic economic 
resources are given by Doctor Legen­ 
dre to support his assertion that the 
yellow race may become sellers in­ 
stead of buyers unless the white race 
develops its commerce in every way 
and seeks to produce cheaply, antici­ 
pating Asiatic competition by estab­ 
lishing factories in Asia and by in­ 
creasing production in all of Europe’s 
colonies.

LOWER PRICES MAY RESULT 


Plan to Hasten Tanning Process With* 
out 
Sacrificing 
Quality— Promi­ 
nent 
Foreign 
Chemists 
to 
Take Part in Meeting. 


New York.—Shoe prices may trend 
downward as a result of new proc­ 
esses of tunning bused on studies of 
electrical discharges and other unusual 
factors, which will be discussed by the 
leather chemistry section of the Amer­ 
ican Chemical society. 
The notable progress made in Amer­ 
ican tanning has gained s u c h recogni­ 
tions abroad that sessions of tile sec­ 
tion will be attended by tile largest 
number of European leather chemists 
which has ever come at one time to 
the United States. 
Some of these experts will also at­ 
tend the meeting of the Society of 
Chemical Industry of Great 
Britain, 
which, after convening with its Cana­ 
dian section, will cross the border to 
confer with its American branch and 
to hold a joint session with the Amer­ 
ican Chemical society. 
The leather chemistry section of the 
American Chemical society will meet 
at Columbus university. At its session 
will be discussed revolutionary meth­ 
ods by which the tanning of hides can 
be hastened without the sacrifice of 
quality. 
The saving of time and the 
releasing of large sums of money from 
its Investment in raw material thus 
would have the tendency to stabilize 
and. 
perhaps, 
eventually 
to 
lower 
leather prices, American chemists be­ 
lieve. 
One of the marked influences in the 
sessions will be that of Alfred Sey* 
mour-Jones.*the first president of the 
Internationa] 
Association of Leather 
Trades Chemists. He eo-operated with 
Lord Allerton in forming the leather 
industries departm ent of tile Univer­ 
sity of Leeds, long reputed to be the 
greatest leather school in the world, 
t-jteign Chemists to Appear. 
A n o t h e r 
prominent 
figure 
iii 
tile 
l e a t h e r industry of G reat Britain, who 
will address 
the section, 
is Joseph 
Turney Wood. 
He is the discoverer 
of processes of tanning in which pan- 
creatin is used instead of the cruda 
and obnoxious mixtures employed by 
the old-time journeymen tanners. Mr. 
Wood was the first secretary of the So­ 
ciety of Lea tit er Trades Chemists. 
Some of tile noted foreign chemists 
whose papers will be read lf they can­ 
not appear in person are Prof. H. R. 
Procter, affectionately known as the 
father of leather chemistry, who was 
long identified with the University of 
Leeds; Dr. E. Schell of Havre, France, 
aud Fini Erma of Copenhagen, Den- 
murk. 
How tanning as a science has ad­ 
vanced in recent years Is shown by the 
fact that among those who are to ad-1 
dress tile leather chemistry section is j 
Dr. Jacques Loeb, a noted American j 
biologist connected with the llocke-j 
feller Institute for Medical Research. | 
Original ami novel methods of tan­ 
ning based upon the studies of clee-! 
tricity will be described by John Ar­ 
thur Wilson of Milwaukee, chairman] 
of Hic leather chemistry section. 
His 
discoveries have been termed revolu­ 
tionary. 
His researches have shown 
tile reasons for tile chemical changes 
which 
take 
place 
in 
the 
tunning 
process as distinguished from meth­ 
ods which rested merely upon ancient 
traditions. 
Although tanning is one 
of the oldest arts in the world, it has 
not come under control of scientific re­ 
search to Hie extent tiiut many other 
industries have. 
It is expected that 
tile papers of Mr. Wilson and of othei 
leather chemists of the pioneer class 
will cause an earnest and heated dis­ 
cussion. 
Studying 
Electrical 
Discharges. 
Closely associated with Mr. Wilson 
in his investigations is Prof. A rthur W. 
Thomas, 
who 
is 
making 
important 
studies of tile relation of electrical dis­ 
charges of m aterials used in tanning 
to tin* m anufacture of leather. 
His 
laboratory is in Havem eyer hall, Co­ 
lumbus university, where the sessions 
of the leather chemistry section are 
to be held. 
In it is unique and costly 
equipment provided from a special 
fund given by a well-known Milwaukee 
tanner. The results of these researches 
ure made available, however, for Hie 
entire tanning industry. 
On a bench in tins laboratory, occu­ 
pying an area of a square yard, is 
w hat Is reputed to be tile smallest 
tannery in the world. 
With it compli­ 
cated processes of tanning are perfect­ 
ly conducted although ou a miniature 
scale.
